Mr. Harrison seems to forget that he is in 
this election a very small item in the legal 
machinery. This is an election for State 
officers and for Representatives in Con- 
gress. In such an election he is a peace 
Officer only, and not a licensed insti- 
gator to riot or violation of the law. An 
interference on his part subjects him to the 
penalties provided by State law and by 
United States law for offenses of that kind, 
and in his case his official posiuon can have 
no other effect than to make his conduct 
more d ful than if committed by an 
ordinary o Mr. Harrison may be as- 
sured that the election laws, both State and 
National, will be executed in this city, no 
matter what his police, his firemen, his

THE LESSON IN NEW YORK. 

Even in advance of the actual results of 
the election in New’York facts seem to be 
accepted as so clearly indicated as hardly to 
be disputable. It seems to be conceded that 
the ticket nominated by the Republican Con- 
vention held at Saratoga is to be defeated, 
and that itis to be defeated by Republican 
votes. So large is the Republican defection 
throughout the State that it is now substan- 
tially admitted that. even if there were no 
Democratic candidates running, and if the 
election of the Republican State ticket was 
left to the exclusive decision of the Kepub- 
licau voters uf the State, it would neverthe- 

less be defeated, 

This wholesale revolt of the Rendition’ 
of New York has not been brought about by 
any conversions to the Democratic party, 
but is the form in which the Republicans of 
that State seek to show their disgust at the 
way in which that ticket was nominated and 
forced upon the people. It was nominated 
not merely by a faction of the Republiean 
party, but by the National Admin- 
istration. The convention was  over- 
shadowed by the National Govern- 
ment. It is unnecessary to refer to the 
scandalous accusations of bribery and for- 
gery ; it is sufficient to say that had not the 
Federal Government intervened Gov. Cor- 
nell er some other Kepublican, the choice of 
the people, would have been nominated, and 
his election would have followed as a matter 
of course. But the Republicans of New 
York were not left free to select their own 
candidates. The President selected the can- 
didates, and through the incumbents of the 
Federal offices forced upon the Republicans 
and indirectly upon the whole people of the 
State a list of candidates for the highest of- 
fices in the State of New York. Against this 
action the people of New York propose to 
protest by their votes on Tuesday next, and, 
as we have said, if there were no others than 
Republicans. voting on Tuesday next the 
ticket of the Saratoga Convention—the Pres- 
idential ticket—would be disastrously de- 
feated. 

The country has tired of this business of 
dictation and interference. The country re- 
fuses to submit to any further dictation, 
whether it come trom Senators, Congress- 
men, Cabinets, or even Presidents. The peo- 
ple of New York insist upon electing their 
own Governor and State officers, including 
their own Senators. They do not propose to 
accept punishment for refusing to elect Sen- 
ators at the dictation of a President. As 
they exercised the right to choose their own 
Senators, so they claimed the right to select 
their own Governor, and this right they pro- 
pose to exercise on Tuesday next by the pub- 
lie repudiation of the candidates certified to 
them by the Administration. is 

The State Committee of the Kepublicans 
of New York, now in session in that State, 
and representing the Administration candi- 
dates, stands before the people of that State 
in more contemptuous light than has any 
like committee ever stood before. Instead 
of representing any public sentiment, it rep- 
resents the insolent attempt of the Federal 
Government to compel the people of that 
State to accept acorps of State officers ap- 
pointed for them by the National Govern- 
ment. be 

In Pennsylvania a somewhat like effort 
has been made, but the boss in that State 
professed to be a Pennsylvanian fepresent- 
ing Pennsylvanians; but in New York the 
movement was in behalf of a faction of New 
York Republicans urged on by the Federal 
Administration to force a State Government 
upon a protesting and indignant people. 

The revolt of the Republicans of New 
York is but in keeping with the spirit of the 
people of the whole country. Party disci- 
pline has become but another name for per- 
sonal rule. Everywhere there is a protest 
against boss rule, and it makes no difference 
whether the boss be President, Senator, 
Mayor, or other officer. In Buffalo, Brook- 
lyn, Philadelphia, and New York City there 
is a popular uprising. In Republican Buffa- 
jo and Kepublican Philadelphia the people 
have shaken off the despotism of the ma- 
chine-leaders and bosses. In Democratic 
Brooklyn a Republican Mayor, enjoying the 
respect and confidence of an entire people, 
marks the overthrow of a corrupt machine. 
Even now the Republicans ot New York 
and the Democrats of that city, under the 
lead of the present Democratic Mayor, are 
combining to dislodge and overthrow the 
boss dynasty, which has exercised absolute 
despotism during so many years. 

Party nominations have lost their power to 
control men’s judgments, their consciences, 
or their votes, unless these nominations have 
something to commend them beyond the de- 
cree or command of the machine, which is 
but another name for the boss in power. 
There is a general upheaval of popular feel- 
ing in behalf of the popular right to govern 
independent of any self-constituted rulers.

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THE LATEST NEW YORK HORROR. 

There is something peculiarly appalling, 
even at this @istance, in the New York trag- 
edy involving the suicide of Mrs. Dr. Seguin 
after she hid slaughtered her three young 
children. The conditions surrounding the 
affair seem to intensify the horror. Mrs. 
Seguin was a small, delicate woman, of sen- 
sitive charaeter and refined associations, and 
among the very last persons whom even in- 
sanity might de expected to betray into such 
bloodthirsty biutality. But the mystery in 
this case is further increased by the circum- 
stance that Mrs. Seguin lived among physi- 
clans who apparently aid not suspect the 
conditions of insanity which alone can ex- 
plain the deed she conmitted. Her brother, 
Dr. Amidon, was a Onstant visitor at the 
house and took his meas there. Dr. Draper, 
one Of the leading physidans of New York, 


Was to dine with the family on the very day 


of the trageay, which woud. dente that he 
was an intimate friend, Am her husband, 
Dr. Seguin, is a well-known specialist, as his 
father was before biin, in newous diseases 
and the treatment of insanity. 

These conditions suggest two reflections, 
In the first place, it would seem us though 
médical science has mate but little progress 
in the diagnosis of mental disordeis, when 
lusanity can steal like a thief in the night 


upon a woman uf gentle nature and happy 


surroundings under the very eyes of ex- 
perts. This case is calculated to impair eon- 
fidence in the expert testimony which physi- 
cians are accustomed to give as to the causes 
and indications of insanity and in the prac 
tice they pursue in the treatment 
thereof. In the next place. it is 
not impossible that the very atmos- 
phere im which Mrs. Seguin lived 
may have produced the morbidness which 
finally obscured her sense of right and 
wrong, and converted her into a fiend. It is 
the tendency of specialists to go to extremes. 
All people de who ride hobbies or run in 
grooves. The physician who devotes him- 
self to some particular phase of human ail- 
ment is apt to discover evidences of its exist- 
ence in every case which comes before him. 


Dr. Seguin has probably been alert in his 


apprehension of insanity in every nervous 
disorder he treated. His professional skill 
was concentrated in the effort tp arrest or 
cure insanity. It is not. unlikely that his 
conversation at home, jike his practice and 
is studies, drifted into discourse and 
analyzation of mental abertation. If he 
resembles most of his class he has 
been predisposed to regard most people 
as insane or verging upon insanity whose 
vigor has been impalred in any way by dis- 
ease or overwork. Have generalizations of 
that kind exerted a depressing and morbid 
influence over the poor wife who has now 
robbed his home of all that made it dear to 
him? Such a theory is by no means far- 
fetched, and it has a value beyond the possi- 
ble explanation of the mysterious tragedy in 
Dr. Seguin’s family. 

If physicians who make a specialty of 
treating insanity know so little of it that it 
may be developed suddenly under their im- 
mediate observation into the most horrible 
phase and at the same time contribute to the 
spread of insanity by theirown morbid ideas 
on the sudject, then it willi be better for man- 


kind if the special study of insanity be aban- 
doned and dectors confine themselves to the. 


treatment of functional disorders according 
to the best experience they can command.

MAYOR HARRISO NS “CASTLE.” 

Tun Trreune has said, and it repeats it, 
that Mayor Harrison not only apologizes for 
McDonald, but defends and upholds the le- 
gality of gambling. In a speech on Monday 
evening Mr. Harrison is reported in the 
Times as saying: “He [the editor of Tue 
TRIBUNE] says: Tes, Dut Mike MebDonald's 
a gambler’; we teli him that a man’s home 
is his castle, and that he has a right to do as 
he pleases in it” (i. e., in his Clark street 
hell). 

Mr. Harrison says: “No man dare assert 
that Carter Harrison is controlled by a gam- 
bler.” It seems, according to Carter Harri- 
son's theory about castles,“ that it is not 
necessary for gainblers to “control” him in 
order to ply their infamous trade. He de- 
clares that the gambler's hell is his “ castle,”’ 
and that he has aright to do as he pleases 
init.” According to this theory the gainbler 
may entice his victim into his castle“ and 
rob him, and, if he complains ot being 
robbed, kill him to shut his mouth. This is 


. a convenient way for the Mayor to avoid re- 


sponsibility for a failure to execute the laws. 


He says in effect that the laws against gam- } 


bling are a nullity. As an executive officer 
he usurps from the Supreme Court the right 
to pass upon the constitutionality of laws. 

It is a good time for the people of Chicago 
to know all about Mayor Harrison’s theory 
in relation to the sacred character of a black- 
leg’s castle.“ If the old English doctrine 
of the inviolability of the Briton’s home 
where his wife and little ones are is to be 
stretched so as to cover the gambling-hell, 
where wives are reduced to beggary and 
children to rags and starvation, the people of 
Chicago want to know the apostle of the new 
dispensation.. 

Mayor Harrison is welcome to his discov- 
ery of the extraordinary flexibility of the 
grand old English doctrine of the personal 
right of the subject to resist aggression on 
hisown house. But we are confident that 
the people of this city do not agree with him

Woop pavement is growing in tavor with 
the authorities of Lon For some years it 
has been in use ia isolated places, but it is now 
being adopted in suck prominent streets as Wa- 
terloo place, Queen Victoria street, Pall Mall 
Bast, and Downing street.

James strect is now paved in wood, but the other 
balf remains paved with granit blocks, ia spite 
of a strong expression of public opinion that 
this unomulous condition of affairs should be 
righted. 

Wood blocks are laid down very differently 
in London from the Chicago method.

sending out, diseased meat. An instance in 
point is given in the item of New York news 
printed yesterday, that out of a consignment 
of only three cars of cattle en route to New 
York, thirteen were taken out at Port Jervis 
dead of disease. In this ease there was a 
contradiction in the next paragraph. But 
while our present lack of Inspection contin- 
ues a certain proportion of these items 
will de true, and, what “is equally 
important. our neglect will give cre- 
dence to any kind of stories about the health 


is a matter of dollars and cents to this city, 

and of a good many of them, that Chicago 
beef shall grade as high in the markets as 
Ciicago wheat. There should be as rigid an 
inspection of one as of the other. Some of 
the larger packing-houses are reported to be 
considering a plan to employ a thoroughly 
posted may at their own expense to see that 
the laws about the sale of diseased and dis- 
abled cattle are respected. If the Governor 
will commission him, so as to give him of- 
ficial authority, they will pay his salary. 
This is an excellent scheme. The self-inter- 
est of the packers furnishes the strongest 
possible incentive for the most rigid inspec- 
tion. If these things can be done by private 
enterprise at all they are usually better done 
than by public officials representing * gen- 
eral interest.

The Merry Ward Case~an Author's 
Bichis in a Musical Preduction. 
An interesting decision was rendered yes- 
terday by Judge Tuley in the case of Leo 
Goldmark, of New York, against Julius 
Colmer, George Isenstein, Alexander Wur- 


ster, and Floodard Hoffman. This was a’ 


bill filed by Goldmark, who claimed to be 
the owner of the operetta, “The Merry 
War,” written by F. J. Zell and Richard 
Genee, with music. by Strauss, against the 
above German theatrical managers, to pre- 
vent them from product the operetta in 
Chicago, St. Louis, or Milwaukee. Com- 
plainant claimed the defendants were in- 
tending to produce the play without any li- 
dense, and that Hoffman was making an in- 
strumentation from the printed piano score. 
It was further alleged that the original opera 
score Was still in manuscript, while the piano 
score had publish b 
ay containing 
text of the — of 
The defendants claimed the composer and 
authors of the operetta had so far dedicated 
it by publication that complainant had no ex- 
clusive right that could be protected or that. 
at least, were entitled to use the printed 
— score, together with any words, dia- 
Ogs. OF speeches, as they might invent, with- 
out copying complainant's libretto. 

The Judge in deciding the case said the 
questions raised in present case had 
never been passed on before. The complain- 
ant showed satisfactorily that he owned the 
words and music comprising the operetta in 
question. An author or composer of a musi- 
val drama was as muéh entitled to the prod- 
uct of his brains as a mechanic was entitled 

the product of his hands. hen, how- 
ever, a dramatic or musical composition was 
published in print by the authority of the 
author or his assignee all common law rights 
in it were lost, and it became public prop- 
erty unless a valid copyright was se 
cured under the statute. There being 
no question as to the authorship of the oper- 
etta, or its ownership by Goldmark, the ques- 
tion then was, whether there had been any 
ublication in print of the work, so that tt 
ame public property. The pianoforte ar- 
rangement containing the songs and music 
of the opera had been published in Vienna 
and Illamburg before the assignment of the 
operetta to Goldmark. But it had already 
been decided that that did not give the pub- 
lic the right to use the libretto of the opera. 
The work consisted of two distinct — the 
words, or libretto, and the music. ‘Tne piano 
Score was a distinct and independent compo- 
sition or work, and was not, strictly speak- 
ing, a part of the operetta. It contained sub- 
stantially all the music, and the words of the 
songs, but the music was arranged for but 
one instrument, while the music of the oper- 
etta was arranged for twenty or more 
instruments, ali quite unlike a piano. The 

ano score was like an abridgementof a 
iterary or scientific work, was not a piracy 
of original work, but was an original 
com position and as such could be the subject 
ofa covyright. The publication of the pi 
forte arrangement not being a publication d 
the operetta but of anew and distinct work, 
the defendants did not thereby acquire any 
right to use the unpublished libretto nor the 
unpublished — ta score. The motion to 
dissolve the injunction would therefore be 
overruled. 

A much more difficult question arose on 
the motion to modify the injunction so as to 
permit the defendants to put the operetta on 
the 22 with the orchestra score, composed 
or to composed by iioffman from the 
piano score with a new libretw to be con- 
posed under the defendants’ direction. ‘The 
defendants claim that when the arrangement 
for the piano was published by the consent 

operetta the latter be- 
rty. They assumed that 
the piano score the opera score were one 
and the same thing, which was not the case. 
The piano arrangement was a condensation 
of the orchestra score, and was an independ- 
ent composition. It was one made for ad- 
vertising and further popularizing the opera. 
The publication was a dedication only of the 
piano score, which was a separate and dis- 
tinct thing from the opera, and did not in- 
clude the latter. It did not authorize any 
one to arrange the music for an orchestra, 


invent a plot and libretto, and then produce 


the whole as the opera of the Merry War,” 
by Johann Stranss. The authors of the 
operetta were entitled to have protection in 
their right to control its representation as an 
opera, as one complete, harmonious entity. 
‘The thing that was protected was the com- 
bination of the Weitatives, dialogs, —— 


trios, quartets, and choruses, accompan 


by the orchestra. The attempt to represent 
the Merry War” without the orchestration 
of Johann Strauss would be like attempting 
the play of Hamlet“ with the char- 
acter of Hamlet omitted. In England an 
author’s “ playright,” or right to exclusive 
representation of an unpublished drama, 
was protected by statute, and in the United 
States it was protected by the principles of 
the common law. 

There was no ground for modifying the in- 
junction. As to an injunction against Hoff- 
man to prevent him from making an arrange- 
ment for the orchestra from the published 
piano score it seemed he was entitled to 
make such a use of the piano arrangement. 
That, however would not authorize hin?or 
any one else to use such orchestration ina 
production or representat of the operetta 
on the stage. To that extent the injunction 
should go. The motion to dissolve or modify

An Anxious Cattle-Deater. 

Alfred Haas, a cattledealer of the Far 
West, filed a bill Tuesday against William 
II. Martin and Alfred Myers, which. was laid 
away until service could be obtained, in 
which he asks for a Receiver. He says that 
on the 20th of September last a ranchman 
named Murphy offered him 1,246 head of 
cattle at from $44 to $56 a head, according to 
age. Haas subsequently met Myers, of the 
firm of Martin & Myers, cattle-dealers, at 
Billings, Montana, and made an arrange- 
ment by which Myers should buy the cattle 
as cheap as he could and give complainant a 
third interest in the speculation. yers got 
the cattle for $45 a head, and shipped thei 
to George Adams and J. C. Bus of this 
city, for sale. Haas obtained a letter of 
crodit for $50,000 from the First National 
Bank of Chicago and went to Myers to pay 
for his interest, but Myers refused to recog- 
nize him as in the deal. Laas claims the 
speculation will prove very profitable, and 
asks to have his interest apportioned and for 
an injunction to prevent Adams & Busbe 
from paying or Myers & Martin from taking 
any of the proceeds of sale of the cattle until 
the present dispute is settled. Also that a 
Receiver may de 2 to sell the cattle 
and take care of money. A temporary 
injunction was granted by Judge Jameson 
under a bond for $20,009.

CONFESSED JUDGMENT. 


Failure of the Firm of Hair & 
Odiorne, Yard Lumber 
Dealers. 


* 


The Liabilities $300,000 and the As- 
sets About $200,000—The Judg- 
ment Creditors. 


The first failure of any importance in Chi- 
cago for some time occurred yesterday. It 
was that of the fumber firm of Hair & Odiorne 
—Samuel G. and James E. Hair and William 
II. Gdiorne—who have been in the yard lum- 
ber trade for many years, their place of bus 
ness being on Paulina street, near Twenty- 
second. During the morning the firm con- 
fessed judgment. in the State courts in favor 
ot the following parties: David Vernon, for 
$13,611; John Farson, for $20,000; George W. 
Vanzant, $13,913; and James Thomas, 808. 
Later in the day they confessed judgment in 
the United States Court in favor of the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois in the sum of $39,000. 
The Sheritf sent out his men to make 
a levy upon the establishment, and the 
United States Marshal did the same, the lat- 
ter, however, gett in ahead, which makes 
but tittle difference though, as there is enough 
to cover the claims of all the judgment cred- 
itors. Later in the day the firm filed a vol- 
untary assignment in the County in| and 
Milton R. Freshwaters was appoin As 
signee. No schedule was filed either of lia- 
bilities or of assets. It is understood, how- 
ever, that

is about $300,000, including the judgment 
notes, te. The assets, which it is believed 
amount to nearly ,000, consist of stock. 
real estate, and book accounts. The latter, 
mainly good, amount to about $60,000. The 
real estate, consisting of copper lands in 
Michigan and property in 8 is thought 
to be worth about 000. The principal 
unsecured creditor is Jesse Spaldmg. to 
whom the firm is indebted ina large amount 
for lumber bought of him. 

The members of the firm declined to say 
anything in reference to their failure or the 
causes leading to it. It is understood, how- 
ever, from persons friendly to them that they 
attribute their misfortune to 

AN UNWISE CONTRACT, 

which they made with Mr. Spalding this 
spring, to take the produce of his Menowi- 
nee mill at $16.25 per 1,000 feet, of which 
produce it is said they have been obliged to 
sell much as low as $10 a thousand feet. The 
firm have for a long time been practically the 
agents or brokers of Mr. Spalding in this 
this city, taking all the produce of his mills 
and dealing with nobody else. It is claimec 
that much of the lumber received this sea- 
son has » of an inferior quality, 
and that for this reason they 
were compelled to dispose of it 
at the low price mentioned above. The fail- 
ure, however, is not a sudden one, nor due 
altogether to anything which happened this 
fear. ‘Lhe partners have been slipping be- 

ind for some, time, but have fougiit 
alo hoping some vnexpected 
turn in the. market“ might pull 
them through. 11 were by no means 
in good shape at the beginning of the year, 
and it would have been wise, probably, had 
they stopped then. The moment they con- 
sulted their attorneys they were told that the 
best thing for them to do was to stop at once, 
which they did. They had, it is believed, a 
capital of about $60,000 originally invested 
in the business, all of which is swal- 
lowed up. The judgment creditors, as 
stated, are amply secured. and 
it isfthought that if the real estate and other 
assets turned over by the firm to the Assignee 
are judiciously handled Mr. Spalding may 
come out nearly even. ‘These’ judgment 
notes were all given for money which was 
put into the business. Most of the parties 
whose names appear on them are non-resi- 
dents, and the r is now held by local 
bankers—some by the National of IIlinois, 
some by Beveridge & Dewey, and some, it is 
believed, by the Commercial National.

In conversation with a reporter recently a 
lumber-dealer said this had not been a good 
year for yard dealers who purchased their 
lumber of manafacturers. He said the 
ony had been high, and the yard men had 

en doins business at a very smali profit, if 
any, the competition being very keen. He 
remarked that this class of yard men had 
not made any money, but it had all gone to 
the manufacturers, who were rapidly piling 
up riches. It is not known that this has 
been the experience of Hair & Odiorne.

Judge Hayes, of Davenport, Decides the 
Present Constitutional Amend- 
ments Void. 


Omission of Words After It Left the 
Senate Renders It Illegal and 
Inoperative.

The Western Export Association on the.

TROUBLE IN THE FAMILY. 


It Is Supposed to Mave Led to the Mur- 
der of an Iowa Man by His Wife and 
Two Sous. 

Special Diepatch to The Chicago ns 
MARSHALLTOWN, Ia., Nov. I.—On Sunday 
last the body of Samuel Porter, an old 
and respected citizen of Story County, whose 
home was about two miles east ot Iowa Cen- 
tre, was found on his farm, his death being 
caused by gunshot wounds. The Coroner 

Was summoned, and the resuli of the investi- 

tion was the committal of Porter’s wife and 

two sons, named George and John, to be tried “ 
for the murder of the husband and father. 

The preliminary examination is now in 

progress at Colo, The facts already known 

bring to mind the murder of George Kirk- 

man, which occurred in the same township a 

few years ago. Like that, it seems to have 

been preceded by years of trouble in the fam- 
ily. It appears that Porter was missing for 
several days previous to the finding of the 
body, and accounts given of various circum- 
stances by different members of . the family 
are contradictory and lead to the belief that 
they do not tell all they know. An old gun

A Description of Mr. J. W. Doane’s 
New House. 

At No, 1827 Prairie avenue there is now rapid- 
ly approaching compietion one of the most 
tasteful, rich, and expensive residences that has 
ever been erected here, and one that will com-

Dickens, eee and W. . Howells 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, | 
CuicaGco, Nov. 1.—When/ a few years ago, the 
first attacks on “The American Girl” were 
publicly made, a hundred eager pens er po to 
her defense; more recently, the traducers of the 
American hog have been met by broadsides in 
every newspaper throughout the Union. Now 
it is the American novelist who is under fire, and 
Lask the favor of a smali space in your paper 
for his defense. The American novelist may 
not be as important as the American girl, but he 
ought to prove as interesting—with all possible 
deference to our great southwestern suburb— 


as the American bog. 

The particular American novelist under fire 
would seem to be Mr. W. D. Howells. The chief 
reason for this attack appears to be his recent 
article in the November Century. The portion 
of that article to which the greatest exceptions 
have been taken is the brief paragraph in which 
he toucbes upon the methods of the great En- 
glish novelists. If one were to go further and 
place his fluger upon the actual sentence that 
has been most strongly resented, that sentence 
would probably be this: The art of fiction in 
our day bas become a finer art than it was with 
Dickens and Thackeray.” 

This sentence seems to me to have been even 
more largely misunderstood than it has been 
largely quoted. But accent it properly and Mr. 
Howells’ declaration immediately becomes 
much more modest in its meaning and much 
more circumscribed in its sweep. Says 
he: “ The art of fiction has become Aner.” The 
mechanical, technical part of novei-writing has 
become a more dextrous and delicate affair 
than it was. 80 it has. So has our eating, our 
dressing, our building. The dainty dis 
which the French cuisine has introduced us are 
no doubt less substantial than the roast beef 
and plum pudding ot Old England; but they are 
finer. A lady's costume for the evening of Nov. 
1, 1882, may not be so majestically impressive as 
that e plumes and turbaned dowagers 
delineated by Thackeray's own pencil; but it is 
finer. The graceful homes of today, due, when 
all's said, to the beautiful art of North Italy and 
to its mach misunderstood interpreter, Mr. 
Ruskin, may not be as imposing as the modern 
Parthenons and dismal brick rectangles of forty 
years ;but they are finer. Now, if weare 
finer in the three great physical necessities of 
food, clothing, and sbelter, why should we not 
be finer in one of the chief of our intellectual 
necessities? The novei of rm school 
may not be as co n us Voluminous, 
as the novei which delighted a past generation; 
but it is more delicately constructed, more bigh- 
ly finished.’ It is finer. This. I am convinced, 
comes very closely to Mr. Howells’ meaning. 

When, at this point, Mr. Howells went more 
into detail reference to Thackeray and 
22 do not doubt that he confidently count- 

the support of a large and intelligent 
portion on of the novel-reading public who have 
lt for several years, 2 or somi-con- 
sciously, but certainly regretfully, that they 
were gradually growing away from the great 
masters of English fiction. No one candeny the 
affront contained in Thackeray's babitually con- 
fidential attitude nor the multitudinous man- 
nerisms that disfiaure the best work of Dickens. 
When, on the other band, did Mr. James ever 
interrupt the progress of his narrative tolaunch 
Out into little bits of confidential sermonizing 
or scraps of quite audible stage-directions, 
all in the rst person and — filled 
full of I's? Or when has ir- 
ror which Mr. Howells holds up o's natu 
though less nuge and glittering, maybap, than 
that of Dickens, ever thrown back such w id and 
distorted retiectiuns from its surface? Both of 
our American writers simply see clearly, and 
clearly set down what they see; the reader does 
the rest. And it seems to me that the attitude 
of the modern novelist toward his audience is a 
much greater compliment to their intelligence, 
as it is a clear intimation that he confidently 
counts upon their sympathy and attention, than 
is the . of the novelist of twenty or thirty 
years 

If Mr Howells had gone even farther and de- 
clared that in the strict sense of the word neither 
Thackeray nor Dickens was a novelist at all, he 
would have said no more than many others have 
said, and a considerable portion of his following 
would have kept step with him even here. 
Thackeray was a moralist and satirist. His 
moralizings—admirably pointed, compact, and, 
ina sense, apropos—exist quite independently 
of the machinery of bis novel: and his satiriz- 
ings are much the closest and keenest in the 
giorious “ Book of Snobs,” where even the very 
form of the novel is entirely thrust aside. 
Dickens, whose place in literature is by no means 
fully yet determined, may be relied upon to sink 
as a novelist and to rise as a t. A man of the 
most intense, vivid, and far-reaching imagina- 
tion since—yes—Sbakspeare, we are only now 
beginning (thanks to M. Taine)to understand 
him, just as we are only now beginn to un- 
derstand the sun itself. To say that in scope, 
power, and richness of intellectual nature both 
he and Thackeray far transcend greatest of 
the great American novelists, past and preserit, 
might perhaps be true, but in the er in- 
stance, at least, would be quite gratuitous. X. 


HOSPITAL BLANKETS. 


What the Trade Thinks of the Al- 
brizht-Keenan Transaction, 

A reporter of Tux TRIBUNE yesterday ob- 
tained from the County Hospital a blanket— 
one of the 200 recently purchased by Com- 
missioners Albright and Ender from the 
former business partner of Mr. Albright, and 
designed for use at the hospital. These 
goods were billed to Cook County at 624 
cents per pound net, and the lot weighed 
1,399 pounds, an average of seven, pounds. 
The sample was taken from the bulk, and 
the pair weighed ‘six pounds nine ounces, 
Armed with this the reporter visited Mr. 
Henry W. King’s store and asked for the 
head of the blanke! department, to whom he 
propounded certain questions as to the 
actual value of such blankets in lots of 200, 
cash in thirty days. Commissioner O’ Neill 
had stated in the County Board that 47 
cents per pound would buy blankets of like 
character, and the reporter wanted expert 
testimony on the question. 

The gentleman interviewed looked at the 
goods, and then said that Mr. W. M. Keenan, 
who supplied the blankets, had offered them 
to the trade (six-pound goods) at 55 cents 
per pound regular. Regular meant 6 per 
cent off, ten day’s time, which would make 
the net cost 51 7-10 cents per pound, 
The blankets were made in Tiffin, 
O., by a manufacturing house now in 
liquidation, and in this firm Mr. Keenan was 
supposed to have some interest, either direct 
or through a relative. Anyhow, he con- 
trolled that class of goods, the product of 
that mill. King’s firm had no stock exactly 
similar. They had a heavy gray blanket 
sixty by eighty, six pounds, which they 
would sell at 50 cents per pound. Last De- 
cember they sold to the county for use at the 
hospital 150 pairs of blankets similar to the 
sample at $3.50 per pair net. They bought 
these of Keenan & Co. There had been 
NO ADVANCE IN PRICE SINCE THAT TIME. 

Mr. Fox, the head of J. V. Farwell Co.’s 
blanket department, examined and measured 
the sample. It measured 60x80 inches. He 
said he would seil to the county an all-wool 
six-pound bianket 58x78 for $4.05. The sam- 
ple was shoddy and had cotton warp. What 
was known as the California Pioneer“ 
blanket, cotton warp, but good wool filling, 
58x78 inches weighing seven pounds, he 
would furnish in such lots as named for 
$3.15 net, or 45 cents per pound.

ST. LUKE’ 8. 


The Progress ofa 3 Charity—Laying 
the Corner-Stone of the New Mos- 
pital. 

Yesterday—All Saints’-Day—at a little 
after 3 o’clock, the corner-stone of the new 
St. Luke’s Hospital, at 1434 Indiana avenue, 
was laid in presence of a large number 
of ladies and gentlemen. 

The procession which came from the old 
hospital building was led by Canon 
Knowles and the Cathedral choir, fol- 
lowed. by Bishop McLaren, Dr. Locke, 
President of St. Luke’s, and the assist- 
ant clergy—all in white vestments, 
Among the assisting clergymen were the 
Rev. Messrs. C. Bixby, Luther Pardee, 
William Toll of Waukegan, Canon Street, F. 
Courtney of Boston, W. M. Lewis of La 
Grange, H. Perry, James Thompson, Frank 
Fieetwood, Dr. Morrison of Wheaton, 
George Todd of St. Lukes, and C. H. Gur- 
teen of the Buffalo Associated Charity. 

The choir sang the first hym—“ The 
Church’s One Foundation.” Dr. Locke read 
the opening service, the assembly respon d- 
ing, and then the Twenty-third Psalm was 
chanted. Bishop McLaren afterward con- 
ducted the ceremony, using the Episcopal 
corner-stone laying service, with prayers. 

The corner-stone, a cube was raised a few 
inches, and Dr. Locke stepped forward with 
the box which he announced contained a 
Bible, prayer-book, the annual reports of the 
hospital for the last two years, and a written 
history of St. Luke’s Hospital from its be- 
ginning.

chemists that this is a perfectly pure vegetable oil, 
all housekeepers who have tried it will agree that it is 
extremely economs makes a very delicate fry- 
ing material. Hé formerly the situation in the 
kitchen over the -pan: You could take lard, 
which was not cheap, ang “used up” very fast; you 
bad butter, which, besides being expensive, required 
a skillful cook to keep it from burning; or you could 
use salad oil, which, though costing alarmingly to be- 
ain with, required so little to do the work that the 
cooking-schoo) would tell you it was like the widow's 
cruse—it did not seem to lose perceptibly; after fry- 
ing fifty oysters the bottle was nearly as full as be- 
fore. But very few American housekeepers could be 
brought, by its first expensiveness, to try using sweet 
oil, wkich is the frying material of all South Europe. 
We leave out of the list “clarified fat,” or dripoing, 
because tifere is seldom enough of this to do the en- 
tire cooking with, even with a conscientious person in 
the kitchen who understands how to save and use it 
all. as it should always be insisted on. The two best- 
known vegetable oils that this country produces are 
cotton-seed oil and peanut-oil, both of which are 
understood to have been for years exported to Ru- 


rope. coming back to us in wicker-covered flasks as 


Italian olive ofl. Real olive oil from California is too 
small a product as yet to count much inthe home 
market. The manufacturers of the new olive butter 
—which is not butter at all, but a clear, greenish oil— 
have agreed to giye us a home product, warranted 
pure, without the ocean vovase: though, to conciliate 
our ridiculous American vrejudices. do not label it 
cotton-seed or peanut oil, the former of which it 
probably is. Anybody.who tries it will agree that it 
cooks as well as salad oi); and as all vegetable oils 
heat at lower temperature than the solid animal fats, 
it does not burn away or waste as rapidly as lard. It 
comes in convenient cans, with a mouthpiece, like 
the kerosene oil-can, so that you can pour off just the 
desired quantity for use, and, after cooking, this can 
be carefully strained and returned to the can, except 
it has been used for fish. when it must be putina 
separate bottle and kept apart for this use. It hasa 
slightly pungent smell when caoking, which is said to 
be entirely removed by the use of a pinch of salt, but 
which is no worse than other frying through the 
house. The er- plants. oysters, clam, or corn fritters 
that are turfied out of olive butter by a good cook, 
bave not a particie of greasiness about’ them, nor 
any taste whatever of the medium in which they are 
fried.
